"Why do the owners of J:he"coal 


mines abject to tho government of 
the United States having'the facts 
as to tho cost of mining a ton of 
coal and delivering it-to the con- 
sumers?". Rep. Browne asked. 


"Why are they not willing to 


meet the representatives 
of the 


miners "and sit around the table 
with a member of President Hard- 
ing's cabinet and discuss the facts 
as they agreed in writing to do ? 


"There is only one answer, 
and 


that is that they fear the facts. If 
we had known the facts at -the time 
of'the war, the public would not 
have allowed 38 per cent of the coal 
'companies to make over 100 per 
cent profit on their capitalization." 


If the railroad employees go on 


strike July 1 it will be because they 
are unable to obtain a living wage, 
according to Rep. Browne. 


"Under the drastic cut in wages 


Just ordered," Rep. Browne caicl, 
•'more than 100,000 section men will 
receive a wage of 5563 a year. The 
average wage of more than one- 
fourth, of a million section men will- 
be $800, a year, with reduction for 
every-day loss on account of bad 
'weather, sickness, or a day taken 
off for a vacation.

Rep. Browne declared that if tho

I am concerned only with allowing them or any 
other body of men so chosen to; have supreme 
power over the happiness, the rights,, and the 
very lives of the 110,000,000 'people of the 
United . States. • 


Sharing the sovereign power of the Supreme 


Court, but in every way subordinate to it, is 
the array "of minor Federal judges. Many of 
-these judges are excellent and enlightened men, 
-with a high sense of justice. Some of them, 
notably Judge Anderson of Indiana and Judge 
McClintic of West Virginia, have, in. my opin- 
ion, shown themselves to be petty tyrants and 
arrogant despots. 


Here again I am , not attacking the. person- 


alities or, opinions of individual . judges. I am 
dealing with the fact, which cannot be denied, 
that we are ruled by a judicial oligarchy. Even 
if all' these Federal judges were men of " the 
greatest wisdom, the most irreproachable char- 
acter, and .the broadest views, the essence o'f 
the situation would not be altered. 
If ^this 


were the case, and unfortunately it is not, we 
•would merely have a benevolent despotism— a 
system repugnant to every American ideal.

ROM what source, it may be asked, have 
the Federal judges derived the supreme

In the beginning encroachment by the.I'.sd- 


cral judiciary was very gradual. In the case 


- of Marbury v. Madison, where, the power of the 


judiciary to nullify statutes was first formally 
declared, it is-worthy of note that this princi- 
ple was not involved in the decision, -but was as- 
serted only as an opinion ol the court, and that 
It was further qualified by the statement that it 
is only legislation "clearly repugnant to the 
Constitution" that can .be declared void. 


This is one of the commonest stratagems of 


the court. The particular case is decided in

public as a whole were not aroused to the dan- 
gerous usurpation which was taking place. 
There were, it is true,. occasions, such, for ex- 
ample, as the decision that Congress did not 
have the right to levy an incoine tax, which 
aroused the entire] country, but in. these cases 
the evil was cored by constitutional amendment 
overruling the Supreme Court, so. that the di- 
rect question of the court's usurped.power'did 
not become a continuing issue. 
, For several years before the outbreak of the 
Great War, • however, the people had become 
aroused to this dangerous' situation and a con- 
tinuous campaign was being conducted to check 
or eorrect.it. This, you will recall, was one of . 
the issues in the campaign of 1912, when Theo-... 
dore Roosevelt brought forward aa his remedy 


' 'a proposal for-the recall of., judicial decisions., 


The growing movement for the reform of the 
American judiciary,, like many preat reform 
. movements of that kind, was interrupted and 
set back by the outbreak of the World'War: 
But the judiciary was not checked. On the' con- 
trary, it availed itself of this period, when the 
attention of the people was diverted -1>y the' 
problems of war and of reconstruction, to ex- 
tend its powers and to nullify the acts of Con- 
gress with greater" boldness than'it ever before 
displayed.

The decision handed down by the,majority of 


'the Supreme ^o'urt on May 15 last, in what is 
commonly knowi as the Child Labor' Case is 
merely one'of'the'latest manifestations of the 
usurpation of power by that court 


Assuredly; it is .not necessary in this pres- 


ence to discuss the evils.of child labor in our 
industrial system. - The conscience of the people 
of this country has long been aroused upon that 
subject both; by daily-witnessing the baneful 
results of pressing children of tender years in- 
to service of greedy and selfish employers, and 
by'scientific knowledge of-the race deteriora- 
tion that results from depriving childhood of its 
inherent right to grow and develop under nor- 
mal conditions^ 


The question here is not .whether the people 


wanted the Child' Labor Law. 
That they de- 


manded it, and that Congress enacted it in re- 
sponse to enlightened public opinion, is certain. 


Evils of Child Labor 


•*-*f HEN I first came to the Senate in 1906 
•W the. evil-of. child labor in the United 
States was one of the foremost subjects of in- 
terest and discussion in Congress and through- 
out the country. 


Not until.,ten years later, however, was the 


Child Labor Act passed. - But when the^vote 
on the bill was finally taken there were 3S7 to 
46 in favor in the House and 52 to 12 in the 
Senate. 


Back of this vote was the enormous pres- 


sure of public opinion, a tremendous ex- 
penditure of energy and effort. 
In addi- 


tion to the mighty power of -the American 
Federation of Labor attd labor organiza- 
tions generally, the women's organizations 
of the country had worked unceasingly, 
unitedly, disinterestedly for the passage of 
the bilL 
The Women's Clubs, the Con- 


sumers' League, the Women's Trade Union 
League, ;the Federal Children's Bnrean were 
all powerful factors in securing the enact- 
ment of the Child Labor Law. 
Any discussion of this subject must take into 


consideration the' immense setback to human 
.progress which naturally follows the annul- 
ment of'the Child Labor Law. It is » great 
•task to overcome the loss ol enthusiasm, the 
disappointment and discouragement on the part 
of those who have given years of life and.serv.- 
ice to a cause when.it is defeated. The people 
arie made to feel.helpless;and hopeless.. Their 
government-appears to be an autocracy instead 
of a democracy. 
: 


Has Nullified Law 


T 


HE decision of the Supreme Court has set 
-aside and nnUified that law. The pressing 


question is, what are we going to do about it? 
In order to answer that question' it is neces- 
sary' to recall the leading facts'in the struggle 
. between the" people and .the Federal courts on 
the subject of child labor legislation. 


• The' Congress first passed a law upon • tfois 
subject in September, 1906. That law prohibit- 
ed transportation in interstate commerce pi 
goods madej at a factory in which children un- 
der the'age of 14 were employed or permittee 
to work, or .children, between the ages of 14 and 
16 were employed or permitted to work more 


• than eight hours a day or more than 6 days in 
a week or after 7 p. m. or before 6 a. m. Cer- 
tainly this was most moderate regulation and 
afforded the minimum of protection to young 
children employed in industry. • This law was 
passed by Congress in response to an insistent 
public demand. The old idea that it was de- 
sirable or,even commendable to employ young 
children in exhausting labor in factories, mines 
and shops had given way to the more human 
'and intelligent view, .that such labor was not 
only a crime against childhood;but that it de- 
graded adnlf'labor as well and'was a menace 
to the race and hence to the government itself 
This more enlightened view had been approved 
by. the people" of- the country generally—with 
the exception 
possibly of certain Federa 


' judges^ and'always excepting the powerful but 


selfish raanufacturerE in a few states, who were 
aWe to defeat child labor legislation in those 
states. 


The hearings before the Congress upon this 


measure were extended and most exhaustive 
It was shown' at these hearings '.hat the mortal- 
ity of children in industry was many times 
greater than among children of the same age 
not similarly employe*- For example, in the 
House Report No. 46, 64th Congress, 1st ses- 
sion, page 222, it was pointed ort that mor- 
•tality from 'tuberculosis among tie most youth- 
ful children employed in certain cotton mills 
was four times as great as among children of 
like age not so employed, and that of the older 
children the: mortality from tuberculosis was 
two and one-half times greater than children of 
the same age and environment not so employed. 


In the Senate Report No: 368, 64th Congress, 


, lat session, at page 11, it is'said: 
. 


Because., many states were without adequate 


child -labor laws and because certain selfish and 
"powerful interests in those states,' determined 
to exploit child, labor, were sufficiently powerful 
to prevent state legislation, it became neces- 
sary that Congress should take action upon this 
snbject under its admitted power to regulate 
commerce^ between the states. . That Congres- 
rional action was absolutely necessary was 
demonstrated beyond question at the hearings 
' I have referred to. There was no means other 
than through the action! of Congress by which 
'the citizens of the state* with enlightened and 
humane child labor laws • could protect them-
